PARIS; Jan. 20.—It is now offi- 
cially established that in. the ses- 
sions. of the Experts’ Committee be- 
ginning Feb. 9 thé Allied debts’ ’to 
the United States will not be °dis- 
cussed. 

That isto say that technically,’ no 
matter what the experts may recom- 
mend about Germany’s. payments to. 
the Allies they are not expected to 
have anything to say about the 
Allies’ debts to America, which 
stand.as entirely outside the.coming 
negotiations, and whatever Germany 
may or may not’ be called on to pay 
to the Allies, the’ Allies will still owe 
America. after the experts’ meeting 
just what they owed before the meet- 
ing started. 

However, the Allied, debts, to Amer- 
ica. will be talked: about: if) not»dis- 
cussed officially, for the “factor of 
what the Allies pay America will be 
a very -important factor. in; sétthing 
what Germany: pays ‘the Allies! By 
this is meant ‘that without any con- 
sideration of any, .cha at ‘ait in 
the payments to Washington those 
paymetits are considered for the mo- 
ment as fixed and will determine 
largely. Germany’s annual .paymenis 
to the Allies. 


Position of the Allies. 


This is true ‘because the ‘Allied gov- 
ernments have taken.. the position’ 
that, in addition to war damage for 
France, .the Reich’ must. pay. the 
Allies ,what they _pay ..America. 
Premier . Poincaré. of,. France . has 
stated this almost numberless: times; 
Winston Churchill; Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, has made‘ it plain that 
England stands on the Balfour note, 
while Italy has said that she wants 
from Germany in future, as she re- 
ceived under the Dawes plan, what 
she must pay her Allied creditors. 

This, then, amounts to the Allies 
asking the Reich to ‘supply money 
for their yearly .remittances..to the 
United States. It is thus evident that 
it will be remarkable if in the coming 
negotiations there is. no reference to 
the allied debts to America, although 
there must be no discussion of them. 

While the Germans when this plan 
ofthe Allies was first made known 
began to protest that under the 
Treaty of Versailles the Allies’ debts 
-to' America were, no'affair of theirs, 
they have recently changed, and there 
is every reason to believe that the 
Reich’ experts will make no objection 
to: the allied’ payments to America 
being used’ as the measure of their 
payments to the Alliesi

Notwithstanding the fact that more 
than 1,200 speakeasies have been 
raided during the month that Com- 
missioner Whalen has been in office, 
alcoholic cases at Bellevue Hospital 
during the week-end were greater 
than they have been for months.

Moral Aspects of Bank Note. 


Mr. Young mentioned the discount 
rate of the Federal Reserve Bank as 
an instance. 

*‘Do you say,’’ he demanded, ‘‘that 
there’ is no question of right or 
wrong in the moral sense in the fix- 
ing-of' the bank rate—that it is a fi- 
nancial matter? I:am here to tell 
you that I know-~of no act in busi- 
ness which bristles,with more moral 
problems than the fixing of the bank 
rate. 1 do not mean problems in the 
sense that the men who fix the rate 
are likely. to act.in bad faith. Not at 
all. I ‘mean in ‘the sense that men 
may. fail to apply correctly the sound 
mora] ‘principles which they recog- 


nize to’ a difficult and complicated li 


business problem.”’ 

The speaker. described the situation 
when he received a member of the 
German. labor. party. during the hear- 
ings of the Reparations Committee 
in 1924. The mark-had been tumbling 
rapidly. The answer the man 
made to Mr: -Young's question as to 
what he could do was, ‘‘Give us a 
stable currency.’ He cited to M. 
Young the impossibility of German 
wage earners, to:perform their ‘‘mor-

“In principle,’”” Mr. Young pointed 
out, ‘the’ Golden''Rule is all that a 
business man needs.

“The blame for the flourishing 
criminality is often to be put on the 
truant schools,’’ she declared. ‘B 
forcing children to do studies whic 
they dislike and by issuing any num- 
ber of rules these schools create in 
the young a disrespect for law and 
order and develop resentment against 
the whole community, where they 
are made to feel from the very be- 
sient that they do not fit.’’

FINDS CHILDBIRTH SAFER. 


Fund Compares the Treatment of 
Mothers Now and a Century Ago. 


Childbirth in New York City is nine 
times as safe today as it was 100 
years ago, according to data com- 
piled by the United Hospital Fund, 
based upon records of the lying-in 
ward of the New York Hospital from 
1808 to 1825, compared with the rec- 
ords of the obstetrical division of the 
New York Nursery and Child’s Hos- 
pital, the historical successor of the 
earlier institution, for 1926 and 1927. 

Twelve deaths among mothers in 
childbirth are record in each .of 
the two series a However, 
the total number of: cases in the 

earlier series was 508, while in the 
later series the total was 4,646. In 
other words, in 9.12 times oe num- 
ber of cases between 1809 and 1825, 
the number of deaths was the same 
in 1926 and 1927. 

In view of the relative. conditions, 
the early death rate, although it is 
so much higher than the present rate, 
is described as surprisingly low in 
the report. It is pointed out that:a 
century ago the handicaps under 
which which obstetrics were carried 
on included a complete lack of 
knowledge of infection and asepis, no 
clinical thermometers, no anesthesia, 
no. X-ray, no prenatal care, no nurs- 
ing, very little operative aid and no 
modern delivery. rooms.

THE AGENT-GENERAL. 


In the brief statement by Mr. 
OWEN YOUNG explaining his accep- 
tance of the appointment to the 
commission of experts on German 
reparations, he paid a deserved trib- 
ute to Mr. PARKER GILBERT for his 
work as -Agent-General of Repara- 
tions during the past four years. It 
is not only in his own country: that 
this young prophet has found honor. 
In’ Germany. he has won golden 
opinions, When the beardless boy, 
as he appeared, arrived in Berlin 
there was much shaking of gray 
heads, but Mr. GILBERT quietly pro- 
ceeded with such industry and:mas- 
tery of detail, combined with official 
tact, as to establish a high reputation 
among German bankers and public 
men. An article in The Fortnightly 
Review for January by the extreme- 
ly well-informed writer who signs 
himself..“Augur.”’.. speaks...of.. Mr. 
GILBERT as having displayed an ex- 
traordinary fitiancial genius for one 
so young. But this writer goes on 
to exvlain the prestige and influence 
which the Agent-General has..ac- 
quired in Europe as due to some- 
thing more than his own remarkable 
personal qualities. 

The achievement has been extraor- 
dinary, no matter how one accounts 
for it... Mr. GILBERT goes to London 
and persuades the British Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer to change his 
views and alter his course “about 
German reparations. Even more sur- 
prising, ‘the youthful Agent-General 
proceeds to Paris, and after.several’ 
interviews with the intractable PoIN- 
CARE, induces him to assent to.the 
plans advocated by Mr. GILBERT. 
What lies behind this effective 
power? Undoubtedly a virile and 
attractive -personality. Sut there 
must be something more. The addi- 
tional element is declared by the au- 
thor of the Fortnightly article to be 
the fact that Mr. GILBERT tacitly 
represents the immense financial 
weight, of the United States. In this 
he agrees with the expert who. 
writes in The London Times of the 
new phase of the reparations prob- 
lem, and who quietly states that the 
deference shown Mr. GILBERT, to- 
gether with the invitation to Amer- 
icans to aid in revising the Dawes 
plan, is the plainest kind of “ recog- 
“nition of the predominant influence 
“acquired by ‘the financiers of the 
“United States in - affairs of

Speak- 
ing of: his appointment, he said 
recently, that the. Gorgas. Memorial 
Laboratory would be “an active in- 
“ ternational-coordinating centre for 
“research work in diseases which 
* ifitenfete with ‘the economic devel- 
“ opment of the Aropical countries in 
‘‘the Western Hemisphere.” A be- 
ginning would be made with “ cer- 
tain phases’ of malaria control.” .. 

When Dr. CLARK talks about ma- 
laria. control it is as one who be- 
lieves that much additional work will 
have'to be done. At-Panama it used to 
be the opinion that screening rooms, 
the.taking of quinine tablets, and 
unpolluted spring’ water would soon 
make the disease negligible. Dr. 
CLarRK thinks that only a beginning 
has been made to prevent malaria. 
There must be night observation of 
the types of mosquito that carry 
malaria. How far do they go to lay 
eggs? Various species of monkeys 
must be put ‘under surveillance to 
determine whether they are also 
carriers of diseases affecting man. 
Dr. GorGAs in his ‘book “ Sanitation 
in Panama” believed that the dem- 
onstration made at Panama that 
the white man can live a healthy 
life in the tropics would throw a 
large area of the earth’s surface 
open: to settlement and production. 
Dr. CLARK proposes to prove by 
further research that~-big -corpora- 
tions may invade any. part of South 
America and develop it by labor 
made immune by medical regulation.

THE PARKING PRIVILEGE. 


“In his zeal to forestall the adop- 
tién of drastic parking regulations 
for the midtown district, Captain 
PEDRICK of the Fifth Avenue Asso- 
ciation has been led once more to 
point his fingér at Chicago's horrible 
example. That city long ago abol- 
ished parking in the, “‘ Loop,” Cap- 
tain Preprick’ declares that as a 
result “ business is being driven out 
of the ‘central shopping district.” If 
that is so, it is rather odd that the 
Chicago merchants have.not taken 
concerted steps to rescind the ex- 
isting ordinance. It has been in ef- 
fect over a year now, and has had 
wide support from the business in- 
terests, including the Chicago “Asso- 
ciation of Commerce. The New York 
Automobile Merchants’ Association 
recently, sent a committee to Chi- 
cago to see how the no-parking rule 
worked, and they reported that it 
was’ a“! decided benefit.to the city.” 

That does not mean, of course, 
that.a similar regulation would nec- 
essarily work as well in New York. 
The Chicago authorities were fortu- 
nate enough to have natural park- 
ing space available in Grant Park, 
only.a few blocks away from: the 
shopping district, and they. were 
wise enough to encourage “ auto- 
mobile hotéls” ‘and other off-street 
storage facilities. Fifth Avenue mer- 
chants have been cool to such under- 
takings. Naturally, they prefer the 
free storage facilities now afforded 
their customers:“‘The space along- 
| *side' the. curb-line is a productive 
“ business asset, and has been regu- 
‘lated to the’ point ~where it pro- 
“duces tiaximum return to the busi- 
‘“ness. house for. the - ‘privilege of 
“using it.” 

Exactly; but, after all, that bheos 
does not belong to the merchant but 
to the city. Isn’t it-more important 
that the city should) get the “ maxi- 
mum, return” out of it? Curbs to- 
day present much the same problem 
that sidewalks did under the Mitchel 
administration, when Borough Presi- 
dent McANENY set about removing 
stoops, porticoes and other encum- 
‘brances that Were harmless enough 
in the days before congestion. They 
had to go whén the sidewalks’ were 
Rhatrowed to make room for™ 
street traffic. ‘ Similarly the mod- 
ern of the hitching post 
privilege may have to be further 
curtailed.

CHILD: MARRIAGES, 

, Much’ concern ‘has been expressed | 
recent years ‘because increasing || 
numbers of young people aré “not |, 
marrying until théy have well estab- || 
lished themsélves in business or ‘4 |, 
career of some kind.

womeény who jare jwell educated and |’

While 
they are causing comment py hold- 
ing’ back por :perhaps not: marrying. 
at all, the very young "who “marry 
have” escaped. notice. “They have 
been‘ the subject of an inquiry by 
the Women's City Club, which has 
just ‘published an ‘account of its 
findings for the past four years. 

| Child brides are not so’numerous 
as they, used. to. be. The average 
age at, which women marry is much 
higher than it once was. But/there 
are still.-many girls under 16 
in this city who are . persuaded, 
forced or self-impelled into’‘marriage. 
Every year :early' a hundred girls 
are dismissed from the public schools 
because they have been married. It 
is surprising ‘to learn that few of 
them are foreign-born, and of those 
who are, most marriages) appear to 
turn out well. Their parents, ac- 
cording to the custom of their native 
land, arrange matters for them, and 
the -husbands selected have usually 
proved industrious, kind and gener- 
ous. A good mark should be checked 
up ‘here. for the European method: 
The investigator who called on as 
many of the child brides as could be 
found reports that-a number of the 
foreign-born girls told her they were 
happy and satisfied, ‘though | they 
had had no interest in the prospective 
husband before marriage. 

It is among American-born. girls. 
that stories. of unhappiness, want 
and brutality were uncovered. These 
children married for the most part 
without the knowledge or consent of 
their parents. More than half of 
them had known the men they 
married for less than two months; 
and. in several: instances the : time 
was a few -days,or- even a few hours. 


‘Examination of records showed that | 


most of the men had. falsified their 
ages. when applying for, a licénse,. 
as they were ashamed to confess 
themselves many years senior to the 
girls. The handicaps in such hasty 
and ill-assorted marriages are obvi- 
ous, and results are what might be 
expected. : . 

Many of thé girls under 16 who 
married last-year in this city came 
from .New Jersey: and Connecticut. 
In. those States the law requires a 
period of, five days between. the 
application for.a license and getting 
it... If. the law here were amended 
in that sense, some at least of ‘these 
marriages, which reflect no credit on 
New York, would. be prevented. 
Young girls who are ‘uncontrolled 
or, as is sometimes the case, badly 
advised by their parents need the 
protection of such a law.

Industry’s position is similar now 
to that at the beginning of 1927, the 
National Bank of Commerce points 
out in a survey.

STEEL. TRADE ‘BOOMS 
IN THE. MID-WEST 


Activity Extends to Many Lines— 
Cold Weather Retards the 
Buying of Dry Goods.

CHICAGO; Jan. 19.—The buying of 
steel has increased and operating 
capacity in the Chicago’ district is 85 
to 87 per cent, against around 80 per 
cent recéntly.. Railroads ‘are in the 
market for cars .and ‘ rails.. Steel 
mills are well supplied with trans- 
portation orders and are obtaining 
full prices, so that prospects are for 
better profits.for the first quarter of 
this year, and unless there is a ma- 
terial change, prosperity will feature
